Hours at Ottawa and Took 
Only Two Ballots to Agree 


Just seven and one-half hours af- 


ter his trial opened at Ottawa Mon- 
day, Gilbert Fox, charged with at- 
tempting: to attack Sheriff Sherman 
Eley wilh intent to lynch a prisoner, 
•eras found guilty. The jury in the 
case 
returned a 
verdict at 7:15 


o'clock last night, two hours after 
being charged by Judge Bailey, and 
it is understood that the second bal- 
lot was unanimous for conviction. 


Fox is the fifth man to be tried 


for participation 
in the 
riots of 


August 30. His case was called at 10 
o'clock Monday morning and within 
an hour a jury had been empaneled. 
Shortly after the noon hour Sheriff 
Eley took 
the stand 
and recited 


graphically the events 
of a night 


that will always 
be memorable in 


this section of the state. Other, wit- 
nesses for the state were Cecil Kep- 
hart, the sheriff's sister-in-law, Roy 
Bowersock, a private detective, and 
John Wilson, court bailiff. 
The de- 


fense called upon Walter Scott, court 
stenographer, to read extracts from 
testimony at previous riot trials. Fox 
also took the stand in his own be- 
half. 
He claimed 
that 
while he 


was present 
at the jail when the 


sheriff was attacked it was only in 
the role of a spectator. 


The offense for 
which Fox was 


convicted carries a penalty of from 
one to ten years. 
There 
is a pos- 


sibility that a new trial will be asked 
for, but so far this 
has not been 


done. 


The trial of Fox is the last one 


in which Prosecutor Barr will par- 
ticipate, as 
he retires from office 


January 1. Fox was one of the 34 
indicted following the riot, and of 
that number five have been tried, 
four have been 
found guilty, and 


one voluntarily pleaded guilty.
